The Sonora OuMuw's Career.^ 

While the world is wondering at the 
sinjiular success which has placed El 
IMalidi cui the burl)aric tlironn of the 
Soudan, says the Two Kepulilics of the 
Uiiy of .Mexico, ^Mexico hiis n|i|iar. liily 
found luT Miihdi in ilu; |icrsoii of Joliii 
Marie Oajeme, who holds a sce|)ter of 
terror over Sonora, as the Mohrainedan 
chieftain does over the Soudan. Oajeme, 
chief of ihn Yiiqui and Mayo Indian87 
was born in 1842, in the tiny town of 
Torin, on tiie bank.-, of ilie silent Yaqui 
river, which creeps to the Pacific frciii 
Sonera's heart of forests. His jmrents 
wore Fantaleou Leiva Oajeme and Hil- 
aria Buitemes — the latter, his mother, 
being known yet tliroii;,'!} lliiit country 
as the Sibly. The l)ii|itisiu;il waters of 
Oatliolicisni from the liuiuls of an ad- 
venturous, Italian miuHionarv. I'"ai.lii;r 
Homnuani, rested on his head wlien a 
boy in the town of Navajoa, From 
earliest boyhood Cajeine took to the 
chase, and refused to work on a farm 
when he could scour tlie deep "forest 
with his bow and arrows. When 
thirteen year.s of age lie ran tiway from 
homo, aiui from tluit day his life was a 
constant, restless miu'cli, ti Bohemian 
existence. He enter al the service of 
Mr. J. R Bourse, an American miner 
at Alamos, a town on the projected 
Alamos ct Mazatlon railroad. Wine and 
woman soon drew their chains about 
him, and fired by jealousy and drink, 
he drew his first huinon ijlood by stab- 
bing Abraham Joilman, who was Mr. 
Bourse's steward. He then Hed. 

In 1872, when the governor of So- 
nora, Ignacio Pesqueri, started out to 
assist the governor of tiio neighboring 
state of Sinaloa against the revolution 
headed by the bloody Marqiiez, Uajeuie 
joined the state troop.i. During the 
campaign be gave proofs of great valor 
and of uncommon military skill, and 
was made a colonel in the Mexican 
army. During leisure inomentH of the 
can][)aign he learned to read and write, 
for as he never would go to .stlioal ho 
did not oven know the al|)habet when 
he entered on this exciting period of 
his life. When ]ieace was establisht d 
Cajeme returned to his home, preceded 
by an uncommon fame. At that time 
Julio !Moroyoqui, nicknamed the Ja- 
guar, ruled the Yaquis. He was one of 
the most sanguinary caciques of Mex- 
ican history, and known as the Ameri- 
ciin Negro. Moroyoqui conlirnied the 
rank of colonel earned by Oajeiue in 
ilie government armv, and ttie latter 
soon bent his extruordiiiiiry talents to 
repressing disonb'rs in the goveriiMient 
of 'he former. Littbi lyliitle C'jeme 
acquired iiiijJulHriiy. a-tnl the Inilian 
cHin|);< hOon beuaMie too narrow a 
I neuter tor i%vi> hiich men. One day 
O -j'"'"*' ^^'l"-'' ^'^^ ineketl men surround 
ed the palace of tlie Jaguar, and goinj; 
ill a.•^^aB.^lIlal^-d bun, and whs iminedi 
Hli-ly prticl^iiini ii lii-- siuressor in pow- 
er, H pl>n:e he lias ^llire lieiil. 

While in Niivjijiio lie holiuiued in 
marriage tilt! hand of u darK-eyeU belle, 
of that town, the dauglt'er of a rich 
planter. His suit refused, Cajeine "re- 
irea'ed in gond order" uihi went l ack 
10 the Yaqui river, diinkinu' thai fine 
would ameliorate lii.s .suifeiiu; Afic-r- 
wnrd li' ma i>" u|i his milid m Kee the 
j^irl, J nana N<.rvaez, and he stHrt'-d on 
a dark i)it;lit and in disguise to visit her. 
Uii the way he was aiutiushed by R. J. 
Oastro, a brother chief, who was his ri- 
val tor the possession of this Mexican 
Helen. CajeniK proved to hf a success 
ful Pans. Sini;li:-handed he kilbul 
Castro and three of his men, besid.s 
wounding another, and ariived, l>leed- 
ing from several wounds, at the feet of 
Juanu Narvuez. She fled from her 
homo in his company. Since that liine 
Cajeine lias led a fugitive iifu witii his 
hanil of Indian warriors, and Ini.s delit^d 
the powi;r of the Mexican re|)ublic 
among the mountains and marshes of 
Sonora. 

Oajeme is well built, has herculean 
muscles, rpgular features with a savage 
air imprersed upon them, and has a 

brusque, abru|)t maniipr. He is a 
splendid horseman; has saved Ilia own 
life on several occasions hy his fieet 
runniiit,' and; excellent swimming ciuali- 
ties. He has an unconquerable will, a 
presence of mind which never deserts 
him, and a courage which borders on 
temerity.

SJflE NOBm-WEST CAMPAIGN. 

Tko Nineteenth Century for August 
contains an interesting article by Lord 
Melguiid,thu govornnr gonerar« aeoretary, 
upon the rocunt cainimigii in. the North- 
west. Lord Mulyuiid, it will bo remem- 
bored, served under Ceneral IMiddloton 
from the breakint; out of tlio rubuUiou to 
the close of the first day's lif^luint; at Ba ■ 
tobhe, when he was ccuiipellud to leave for 
England on urgent privato buaiiie.'is. Mis 
account of the operations of Middloton's 
column during that period is now somo- 
what nuoient history; but tlio opinion ho 
formed of the vuluuteera is of value, for 
Lord Melijuiid has aeon iiuieh activu ser- 
vice in nii.ny parts of tlio world. He aaya 
with truth that "many reputations have 
been made" in the campaign, and that 
henceforth the militia department ''will 
know in future what commaDderB it can 
rely on." Uo might have added that the 
fact that some reputations have boon un- 
made will also help to yuido the niiiiiater. 
Of tho volunteers Lord Mel^'Uiid says 
that, tnough not soldiers by trade and 
therefore having much to loani, they are 
"excellent material, s'lleiuUd marchers, 
apt to learn, posaea.sed of inuc.'i liaiidi- 
ness and iiigeiuiity, e3;)ecially with the 
axe;" and he thinks i\Ir. Caroii "may 
justly bo proud of the deijartnioiit whieh, 
between iMarch 2;! and May '-'0, placed 
4,410 men in the field." Hia lordship, 
however, does not regard it as having been 
a very serious campaign. The rebels were 
''badly armed," "short of anununitinii," 
and "it is doubtful if the fore-.; with Riel 
ever numbered 700 iiu-n, liidians and 
breeds combined;" iieverilieless tho work 
was done "most gallantly," the general 
displaying a "generous aulioitude for the 
eafety of his troops." The military critics 
in England are iueliiied to [inoh-pooh the 
whole busiiie.i.'i, one prooiiiient journal 
going 80 far as to asRort that "it was not a 
formidable riot, for the siiiiplo reason 
that Uiol 3 people had neither iiriiii nor 
ammunition beyond tho ordinary peace 
supply, which was slender eaough." Hut 
even these papers admit that the troops 
bore themselves well, and that tribute ia 
perhaps all we can reasonably e.xpect from 
those accustomed to study tho slaughter 
by wholesale that signalizes modern wars. 



THE VEIIDICT. 



The commission of inquiry into tho 
oaaso of the recent ooUisicni has ended 
its labors and submitted tho conclusion 
arrived at. The iiivestigati(jn was a moat 
thorough and impartial one, ami un pe- 
rusing the result everyone must feel aatis- 
fied that it is the only one the commission 
could have reached. That there was no 
ODB at fault in a serious collision which 
endangered the lives of sn many people, 
was almost impossible. Tho evidence 
submitted proved that tho day was clear 
and bright, the water calm, and every 
tiling favorable to plain sailing, and yet 
the two steamera mot where there had al- 
ways been plenty of sea- room before. 
While aymputhizing with those who are 
immediately at fault, and who have been 
justly censured for their share' in tho un- 
fortunate oeeiirreiice, wo cannot but feel 
that tho coinini,''3ion have only done what 
was right and the facts of tho case com- 
pelled them to do. The investigation al- 
so shows the urgent necessity for more 
stringent regulation.^ in regard to the nav- 
igation of steamera on our inland waters, 
and no doubt the matter will bo broujjht 
before the notice uf ih.e i)r()per authorit- 
ies and such ehaiigea made from the pres- 
ent rules as will ensure greater safely 
for the traveling public.

COLLISION OFF TUB JLAND'S 
END. 

A Passenger Steamer Sunk by 
IT. HI. S. Ileclu. 

The following account of a collision oft' 
the Coriiiah coast ia taken from tho Ply- 
tuonth (Eng.) Morning News of tho 2^rd 
July. 'I'lie diaiislec has many points aiiui- 
lar to the rocuitt collision at Cadboro 
point, only iu the former case the loss of 
life waa mucli greater: 

Further details gleaned yeatonlay chief- 
ly oinphaaiao the extremoly sudden natuio 
of the eataalroplio which occurred in the 
laoriiing of Tueaday otf IhoOorniBh coast, 
resulting in tho sinking of the two-maated 
steamer Cheerful by II. M. 8. Heola with 
the loss of elovun of her passengers and 
crow. The weather ia doaoribed as being 
fot.'Sy> tlioujih not denaoly so. Both ves- 
sols seem toliavj been navigated with coii- 
siderahlo care, and llio fug wliistle of each 
WHS sounded at intervals. On board tho 
llecla tho watch was changed at four 
o'clock. Sub Lieutenant Nicholson taking 
charge, and within twelve minutes after- 
wards the oollisioa had occurred, and the 
Cheerful waa lying at the bottom of the 
sea. Tho Chi erful at four o'clock was 
atreeriiig N N.E , wliilat the torpedo ship 
was heading nearly S.S W. I'hey wore 
coiiaequoiiily approaching each other 
almost in a direct line, when at five min- 
utes past four tho lookout on board the 
Uecla sighted the merchant steamer in the 
f(>g a line 400 or 500 yards distant. The 
Hocla at the time waa going at nine knota 
an h'lur, and v.hilst lier engines wero iin- 
mediatuly reversed and put hard astern, 
her helm waa a'arboardod to give tho 
Cheerful a wider berth. Those on board 
the latter vessel appeared to sight the 
government ship at ftbout the same time, 
and, simultaneously with the Heola star- 
boarding hor helm, the Cheerful ported 
hors. Tho natural result of these two 
movemerita was to change tho relative po- 
sitions of tho two veasols to one of right 
angles, the Cheerful coining acroaa the 
bowa of the llecla, vvliich ran into her 
amidaliipa, atriUiiig hor on the port side. 
ll;id both veariela norted or starboariied 
the proliablity ia tho diaaator would have 
been averted, and whlc'i aide, if either, 
ia to blame, will form tho subject of an 
investigiition by a court-martial or board 
of trade inquiry. AH accounts agreo that 
the Cheerful went down within threo or 
four minutes. 'I'lie captain of tho Heclu, 
who came un deck a f-iw minutes after the 
colliaiou, kept the two veaaela in contact 
as long us possible, thereby enabling 
many of the passdngers and crew of the 
merchant steamer to eUmber up over the 
bowa of tho torpedo ship. 'I'oo much 
praise cannot be given tho oflicers and 
men of the llecla for the energy they dis- 
played ia saving life, and it ia ijroatly to 
their credit that they auccooded iu saving 
as largo a number as thirty eight, when it 
is roHiunibored that the Cheerful found- 
ered 80 rapidly. On board the Liverpool 
atoamor great coafusion prevailed, and 
practically imtliiiig could bo done in audi a 
short interval of time with the limited 
resources of a merchant ship to save the 
lives of tho pasBongoFs and crow. The 
Hrat mate cut away the boats, but very 
little more could bo dono in tho time, 
IMciat of those who were unable to clambor 
up tho bows of the Hecla jumped 
overboard, and it ia stated that i^Ira, 
tloulbrook, ono of the unfortunate vic- 
tims of the collision, succeeded, with 
others, iu getting into one of the Cheer- 
ful's boats, but it was swamped by becom- 
ing overloaded. Tho disastrous occur- 
rence illustrates the immense power for 
dostructivo purposes of the modern woa- 
piui of war, the rain. On board tho llecla 
no violent sliouk was o.tpurie.nced by tho 
contact uf iho two vessels, and in the en- 
gine room, indeed, the collision was hard- 
ly perceptible, and but for the order to 
slip the eiiginea and go full speed astern, 
followed by a slight troiiior of tho vessel, 
those on duty tliyro would not have known 
anything waa wrong. During yesterday 
morning the chief constructor of Daven- 
port dockyard, Mr, J. Angear, nccom- 
panied by Mr. Cocjk, uasistr.nt construct- 
or, visited the llecla in the Sound and 
examined the nature and extent of the 
damage austained by hor. As a result of 
their examinution thoy found that the 
prow waa seriously damaged from eight 
foot above to eight feet below the water 
hue for a distance of eight foet in from 
the edgo, and was also bent from the star- 
board from threo to fuur feut. A naval 
court of inquiry, presided over by Roar- 
Admiral Grant, assoinbled on board the 
Hecla to investigate into tho cause of tho 
ccdlieion, and will forward their report to 
tho adininilty, «ho, it is expocled, will 
direct a court in.irtinl to be held.

THE KMTKKI'ICISE-KirUET 
DISASTEIS. 

The Coiiiiuisiijoii of Inquiry 
Kciidcr Their Verdict. 



At eleven o'clock yesterday morning tho 
commission of inquiry into the cinise of 
tho cnlliaion between the steamers lintor- 
prise and R. P. Rithet rendered their do- 
ciaion. The members of the counniaaion, 
Ciipl. Lewis, marine and tialiury inspector; 
Capt. Uuvereau.x., master of tho Sir Jamea 
Douglas, and E. Vigor, ateauiboat in- 
spootor, were presant, aa wore also Oapts. 
lludlin and Insley, and a few onlookers. 

Capt. Dovoreaux, after citing the pro- 
viaioiia of the act in reference to steam- 
boat coUiaiona and referring to tho evi- 
dence, read the finding of the comiiiiasion 
as follows: 

We examined in all thirty-three wit- 
nesses, including the masters of both ves- 
sels, and we tind ; 

"That this accident, which happened on 
a clear day, was caused throuixh very 
faulty navigation on tho part of the steam 
or R. P. Rithet. 

"Wo consider that Ashbury Iiialey, 
master uf the steamer R. P. Rithet, is the 
person who is to be held reaponaible for 
this serious accident, 

"It waa proven in evidence that ten 
minutea provious to the collision, Capt. 
Inaley went to hia lunch in tho saloon, 
leaving tho navigation of hia vessel in 
charge of a young and iiiexporienoed man 
named Harry Ramwell, when at tho time 
he bad, aosording to law, a "properly eer- 
tiGed mate" on board, and to whom he 
ahould have given charge of tho naviga- 
tion dtiriiig hia absnnco from the deck. It 
is more than probable that had he done so 
thia accident would not have happened. 
So it appeiira that after tho master left tho 
deck the R, P. Rithet was steered well on 
the port aide of the "fairway channel," 
and actually collided with the Enterprise 
when che latter was distant only 350yard8 
from the rocks on her starboard beam, 
and tho channel at thia particular part is 
quite 1000 yards wide. This ia in direct 
violation of Art. 21, Act A'i Vic, chap. 
'i'J, which provides "that in narrow ohan- 
iicla every atcamship shall, whan it is aafe 
and practicable, keep to that side of the 
fairway or iiiiii-channel which lies on the 
starboard side of aaid ship." Had thia 
rule been followed by the R. P, Rithet 
this collision could not possibly have tak- 
en place 

"Under theae circuuistancea we con- 
sider Ashbury Iiuley, tnaster of the R. 
P. Rithet, to bo guilty of great neglect of 
duty, and we reCuunueiid lliat hi.s cert 16 
cate aa master lie .su.-peiuled f. r a period 
of twelve iii'MUha fr da date of uccidont. 

"We would also state: In our opinion 
the conduct of the olficers of both voasels, 
with the oxcopiion of the mate of tho En- 
terprise, who waa serioualv injured, ia de- 
serving nf gravo ceii 'uro f'u- nut making 
ni'Te -.iciive and deiermiiiHd ftfirtBt,; r/m 
trul the excitfiiieut aiitl nSKiai the passen- 
gers on the EnterprisB. Tiiere seemed to be 
no attempt to manitaiu order and author- 
ity, that 111 such critical times is so neces- 
iiary for tin; saving of life lUid property. 
In thi,4 iTs|n ci '.ve would parliculorly men- 



tion Capt. Uuillin, of the Jlaiterpriao, who 
wo regret to nciii<o did not make any ef- 
fort to got back to hia vessel and paason- 
gora after ho hail boon thrown on to tho 
fore deck of the R. P. Rithet by tho shock 
of the collision, although there appeared 
to bo ample time and uieana of hia doing 
«o, \\ '', loi'.vever. rec.itnmeiul tli:it his 
cortirio.Ue aa master lie ri'turned to liiin, 
aa we do not coiiaiiler liiui in any way to 
blame for the acciileiit.

Capt. Dvureaux said before leaving ho 
would refer to the extraordinary order 
given to the mate, McLean, who stated 
in evidence that on joining the vessel he 
had been given distinctly to understantl 
by Capt. Rudlin that he had nothing 
whatever to do with the navigation of the 
boat, and that he was disobeying orders 
when ho entered tho whoalhouso of the 
Rithet. This placed him as a more 
dummy us far as tiie navigation of tho 
boat waa conooriiud, llmugh ho hold a 
piroper certificate. There ahoiild be u law 
in reference to mates in these inland 
waters; they should be certificated as 
pilots. Should an accident occur to the 
master of a steamer on its trip the boat 
would bo virtually without any one in 
charge. 

Capt. Rudlin oxplainud that tho way 
the order was given waa that in convoraa- 
tion on joining the boat tho mate had 
stated he was unacquainted with the in- 
land waters, and as tho Nanaimo route was 
a short one Capt. Rudlin told him that ho 
would attend to tho navigation of tho 
boat and tho mate to the freight. This 
waa all the order that had been given. 
There waa a chart in the pilothouae for 
tho time to pass certain points and tho 
distances to be left from shore. 

Oapt. Lewis hero stated that they had 
a right to appeal to the minister of marine 
from tho finding of the commission, and 
ho might take ail entirely dill'eroiit view of 
tho caao. Until his deciaion waa given 
their certificatea would remain suspended . 

Capt. Insley thanked tho conimisaion 
for their thorough inveatigation into tho 
cause, and expressed the opinion that 
their linding waa a just one, 

Capt. Lewis aaid that now that tho ver- 
dict had been rendered he would state that, 
in his opinion, and also that of his col- 
leagues, waa that Capt. Insley was per- 
sonally not to blame in the matter; but it 
was their duty to inquire into tho cause, 
and fiiidini/ a point ol tho law had been 
transgressed they rendered their decision 
accordingly. It waa a duty from which 
they all would have been glad to have 
been relieved 

The court of inquiry here finally ad- 
journed. 

The tindiug of the commission and the 
evidence taken will bo at once forwarded 
to tho minuter of marine 0>.tawa, ivho 
will eittier accept or change che decision 
arrived at.

Monday, Aug. 17. 

Sayward vs. Diipont— Thia was an ac- 
tion for the recovery of iJiiOOO for alleged 
misrepreacutatioii in connection with the 
sale of the Hastings Saw Mill property at 
Burrard Inlet. 

The case was tried before a special jury. 
Mr. J. R. Hett and Mr. Theo. Davie ap- 
peared for tho plaintiff. Attorney-Gen- 
eral A. E. B. Davie and Hon. A. N. 
Richards, tj C , for the defence. 

Mr. Theo, D.ivio in opening the case 
stated the action waa one in which the 
plaintitl', Mr. Sayward, who ia a lumber 
merchant, Bought to recover the sum of 
.^(iUUO from Col. Uupont, who is a gov- 
ernment uilicial, who had of late yoara 
Bought to better Ins fortunes by land spec- 
uhitiona. .Mr. Dupiont and ins co-adven- 
Lurera had eniliarkml in a large sohemo, 
that of purchasing' the liaatin.;s Saw Mill 
Co. site, of which be Mr. Uiip uit haj 
cni,-iifth intere.i'. Tho proposal that A'r. 
Dupout made to Mr. Sayward was that the 
latter should adviuice the amount for the 
whole intere,-.t, .Mr. .S.iyward being given 
one-half of tin; snino, Tho total 
amount to be ahoLildi-riHl waa the 
sum of lifty-livo ihousanil dollars, a sum 
Mr. Dupont was not able to cany and 
one that Mr. Sayward would have to 
shoulder altogether. The change of ter- 
minus from Port Moody to Coal 
Harbor was a fact known only 
to a very few and Mr. Dupi'iit b. iiig 
one tool; advantage ol it. lie hati stated 
to Mr. SaywanI that tho liriiiinua was to 
be located al Ci al 1 lai Lor iind lhat the 
railway syiidicute hnl a^H't-d tu t.iko ov.-r 
half the land, and i iiu Mr \,ui ll-rni:

Mr. Sayward coii,,iil!i-il with .itlu-i- frnmda 
who ap|irovei! of the sch.'Ui'.!, and Mr. 
Sayward concluded to go into the selunne 
of purchasing the laud iiml p ud Mr, Du- 
pout tho aura of SliOUO, .Mr, Duiiont and 
CO speculators had staled also that the 
giiveninient hud agreed to cuitinue the 
loiisi; for ti'ii yi-iirn II would bo aliuwn 
I hut no liiii'h thing w:is .i..;reiHl lo by the 
governnieiit. Tho iigi-.- inent of Col. 
Dupont w.is here rc:id by counsel 
agritein:; to give Mr. S yward tho oiio-

Mr. l.'upoiil iiiol .Mr. .S.iyward and stated 
that a (;li,iii|;(i liiui boon made in the pay- 
ments; instead of the tiret being §10,000, 
It was chaiineil to jrL'O.OUO, and iMr. Say 
ward was induced to give tho second 
^000 makino four on the payments. 
The other princiiial paymoiits wore stated 
to have been di'ftirred. Mr. Sayward 
then went up north, not knowing that 
other payments were becoming due, and 
one becoiiiiiig so, Mr, Dupont called at 
Mr. Sayward's ollice and induced the 
book-keopur to pay another §2000 making 
in all 8U000. On Mr. Sayward's return 
he found out tho statu uf tho case, and 
seeing that it was a (hiiigerons scheme and 
Mr. Dijpoiit'a agrocinent not being acted 
up to ho sought to retire from further 
paynienta and a corre:<|inndoiiee pasaed 
between the (ilaiiitill' and defendant on 
tho question. Counsel road luitera in 
which Mr. Sayward stated that he would 
make no further advances, and on the 
next payment of !?7000 would only pay 
c500, which would place both on an eiiunl 
footing. Other correapondeiice that had 
paaaod waa also read by counsel. 
Since thia agreement Coal Harbor lands 
had become to a great extent unaalable. 
Property for which §500 an acre was |)aid 
was now oflorod at one-tonth, and very 
few buyers at that. The C. P. R, would 
not come down to Coal ILirbor unlesa the 
mill .syndicate would give them half the 
property, which would actually make it 
coat one- half inofL-. The tenipoiary 
collapse of tho Coal Harbor acheme waa 
known to all. Mr. Dupont now not only 
refused to pay back tho §0000, §3000 of 
which was advanced to him, but made 
the ludicrous counter claim of §00,000 for 
damages on acc mnt of iMr, Sayward's re- 
fusing to enter into audi a scheme aa this 
ono turned out lo be. Mr. Dup'ont aaid ho 
had lost large sums on laud sold to meet 
payments. This was Coal Harbor proper- 
ty, and it was a God-aeiid to tho 
aeller to have atild it at all, as he 
could not now g..t a tithe of the 
amount then receiveil for ii. It could be 
easily aeon that Mr. Dupont had no mon- 
ey to outer into any such achoine, and 
that ho left it to the laat to go to Mr. 
Sayward and secure tho payment of the 
money which tho latter now sought to re- 
cover. 

William P. Sayward, aW on, stated that 
be was a lumber dealer and nianufacturer 
in Victoria; knew Mr. Dupont as ei Hector 
of revenue for the dominion g ivermnuiu; 
was aciiuainled \: a\i. My. Dupont for 
some year.-i pre v i, .u.-i tu llu: UMiiHiictioo , 
Mr. Dupont called on him on the liiat of 
of July, 18.S t, anH aaid he had a spnoula- 
tion which ho wished'him to tako an inter- 
est in; it was one, he .-.aid, t!i;it I would 
never regret, as llior^' wii,-* a lar,'e profit in 
it; called up at his nlli.'e at his rfi|iiest to 
talk over the inatti.'r; In; then stated that 
Dr, Powell had pinch, laod the ll^ialing'a 
mill properly, in which .vlr Djp nt held 
a fifth interest, and that negotiaiiona 
were then going on for the |<iirchasu 
of half l,y (III, r.ul.vay syndicate, 
and that -Mr. \ an lloriu.! was coming out 
ing out in Jniy, and in hiu opinion it 
to settle the matter; tlmt lio w.is com- 
W"uld bo contirmod; ,i paynunit was due 
that day for §10,000; .oi .\fr, Vmi H.irno's 
arrival he was to inV^ over for the syndi- 
cate one half the properly at cost price, 
tho total of which was ,SL'75,000; the 
amount of nnuioy, us far as Dupont was 
concerned, would prob.ibly ii it amount to 
§13,000; after Van lloriio arrived there 
would be no trouble in selling remainder 
of the property to meet tho payments; he 
stated that he had seen a letter from Mr 
Stephons to Mr. Ross, nuthorizing to 
mako arriiiigenii'ii iK f^r luid for the ter- 
minus; ho [iroposed to 1110 to advance the 
payment of tho inatallineiita for him and 
ho would allow mo one-half of his one- 
lifth interest; at thtit time there was a

Witness cinitiiiuing — .After consulting 
with friends ooncluded to pay Mr. Du- 
pont t!io money and take the interest; 
paid him by cheiiuu produced; took no 
receipt for this; next day the agreement 
was drawn up and signed; saw hirn again 
on the 2ith/itiwhon he stated the terms of 



payment had been changed, and the first 
payment waa increased to §20,000, and 
payment deferred for thirty days; a sec- 
ond cheque for §2000 was given; a receipt 
was taken for thia, written and signed by 
Mr. Dupont; about the middle of August 
witness went north; on return discorered 
that his bookkeeper had paid Mr. Du- 
pont §2000, a receipt for which had been 
given; don't recollect how aooii afterward 
I saw Dupont; wrote him a letter stating 
that we would not advance any moro 
money since the speculation had Becorae 
ono of a hazardous kind, and would ex- 
pect derondant to pay §0500 on tho next 
payment and they would furiiiah §500; or 
if the defendant would return tho §0000 
witneaa would withdraw all interest; the 
letter was written on 23rd September; 
.Mr. Van Home bad been in the province 
ill the meantime; no arrangements that 
witness was aware of was made with Van 
Borne; it was in conaequenca of this that 
the letter was written; considered that 
I he terms upon which I had entered tho 
speculation had not been curried out; Dr. 
Powell and tho defendant called on me 
about the 12th of August; they then pro- 
poaed to take the mill, put in 2-1 acres of 
timber land of their own and form a saw- I 
mill company of §250,000; told them I | 
did not want any stock in it; [letter from 
iMr. Dupont waa here road informing Mr. I 
Sayward that unless payments agreed up- 
on woro made the sum of §0000 already 
paid would be forfeited.] On the 20ih 
dept. Mr. Dupont called on witneaa and ; 
gave him a notification, stating that he : 
had received §4000 for Coal Harbor lands 
and asking that Mr. Sayward furnish the ' 
§3000 lo make up the payment, and stat- | 
nig that a i-erioua loss waa entailed on do 
fondant by thoir sale; Mr. S.-iyward re 
plied that on cunsultatiou with frionda 
they had decided not to go any further 
with the payments on the Hastings saw- 
mill purchase. It was on Mr. Dupont's 
representation that witness had entered 
the speculation; was informed by Mr. 
Dupont that a lease of the Hastings Mill 
Oo , would be renewed for ten years by 
the government; this in subsequent inter- 
views ha said had been done. 

Cross-examined by Mr.A.E. B.Davie — 
ft was after tho agreement of Mr. Dupont 
had been given him that this last state- 
ment was made; the exact language of 
Mr. Dupont cannot scarcely recall; it was 
that negotiations were in pi'ogress through 
Mr. Ross by Mr. Van Home for the ter- 
minus to bo located at Coal Harbor; he 
stated that there was no doubt in hit 
mind that tho negotiation by which tho 
company were to acquire tho land at cost 
price would be confirmed; tho agreement 
was not at that time consumniated; he 
expressed himself in that way both as to 
the torminuB being taken to Coal Harbor 
and half tho land taken over; there was 
no statoinunt that thia waa a fact, but that 
Mr. Rosa was to carry out thia for the 
company, and that it would be aettlod on 
,Mr. Van Home's arrival; this waa the es- 
sential part of the conversation; §000 an 
acre was not mentioned; understood that 
the railway wore to become owners of 
half the whole purchase; Dupont was san- 
guine that this would he done; diaeovored 
that miareprosentation had been uaed 
when I heard that Van Horno had not 
taken over the property; saw it in tho pa- 
pers; recollect meeting Mr. Dupont at the 
foot of Bastion street about the 10th of 
August; he then stated that somebody had 
spoken about purchasing the land and 
mill; did not recollect that on that date 
the O.P.R. positively would not take tho 
property; he did not complain to Mr, 
Dupont of tho deception, as it was too 
lata, hia money was parted with. 

Tlio attorney -general cited two cases to 
Mis Lordship aa specially bearing on this 
case, and the court adjourned for one 
hour. 

AKTER RECESS. 

Hon. A. E. B. Davie continued hia ex- 
amination of Mr. Sayward, who stated 
that about the 10th of August he was in- 
forniod that Mr. Dupont had boon unsuc- 
cessful in selling the mill, but he could 
not state positively aa to date; he met 
Mr. Dupont at Davtes' auotion-rooma dar- 
ing the sale of Granville lots; ho had 
some conversation with him about Haat- 
ing's null property, but did not recolloet 
the exact nature of it; did nut take any 
stops to repudiate the arrangoments; a 
period of six weeks elapsed before he en- 
deavored to repudiate the deception; did 
not know anything about salea of this 
property; waa not aware that Mr. Dupont 
and hia associates were as much disap- 
Ijointed about the aalo of thia property as 
he was; they all expected to sell tho 0. 
P, R. a half interest in tho property; on 
23d of September, 1884, an interview 
took place between himself and Mr. Du- 
pont, but he could not say the exact pur- 
port of it; did not know if he said any- 
tiling tibout the company taking over tho 
oroporty; ho considered it a hazardous 
adventure when it waa not taken over by 
the syndicate; at that time hu did not ac- 
cuse Mr. Dupont of deception; Mr. Pow- 
ers was associated with witnesa in this 
transaction; ho visited Mr. Dupont in De- 
cember laat, when ho asked him to make a 
aettlcinent of this affair, he was thou 
agreeable to have it settled, either in 
notes or land; do not know that I made 
any complaint of deception at that time; 
did not know how Mr. Dupont dispensed 
the §0000; he wa* not influenced by the 
drop in tho price of land, and waa not 
even aware of it at the time; it first oc- 
curred to him that matters had boon mis- 
represented to him shortly aftor Mr. Vau 
Elurnu left; couldn't say that he discussed 
the probabilities of the speculation likely 
being a good one. 

llu examined by Mr. T. Davie — Tho 
agreement of taking over half the land 
was not signed and sealed, but Mr. Du- 
pont stated that the agreemeat was as 
complete as could be without being con- 
siimtiiated; when witness called upon Mr. 
Dupont in December he wanted some se- 
curity for money he had advanced or he 
wished him to make some reasonable 
proposition aa to a settlement. 

Wm. Power, sworn, testified that ho 
WHS in Victoria on 2l8t July, 1884; ho 
becaino Mr. Sayward's associate at that 
time; on 30th September he remembered 
calling at Mr. Dupont's office; he naked 
Mr. Dupont what about the lease 1 he re- 
plied, we have got the lease; Mr. Dupont 
stated that the legislature had no right to 
intorfero with the lease; tho lease was 
granted by the government; Mr. Dupont 
then remarked that Mr. Sayward would 
regret not advancing the money then 
asked for; Mr. Sayward had not advanced 
mure money because arrangements were 
not carried out aa represented to him; the 
basis of tho agreement had beuu changed 
by Dr. Powell and Mr. Dupont; Mr. Say- 
ward having found out that the syndicate 
never intended to take an interest in this 
property; Mr. Power was a resident of 
Burrard Inlet at that time, and cited 
several casoa of depreciation in value of 
property there; thero was no market for 
the mill that he waa aware of at present 

Cross examined by Hon. A. E. B. 
Davie — In point of fact Mr. .Sayward 
would not advance any moro money at the 
time of hia interview with Mr. Dupont, 
and hu referred him to his letter for 
reasons; he did not recollect Mr. Dupont 



I reading r letter from Hon. W. Smithe re- 
ferring to that property. 

Mr. E. Crow Baker, sworn, testified ha 
was a resident in thia city from May to 
July, 1884; he made a purchase of some 
property from Mr. A. W. Rosa, which ha 
afterwards found out belonged to Meiira. 
Sayward, Dupont and others; the osah 
paid in this purchase was §1,600; ho mid« 
two purchaaea, and Mr. Dupont raturnad 
him a cheque for bis leoond payment. 

Cross-examined by Hon. A. K. B, 
Davie — Ho made preliminary agreemant 
with Mr. A. W. Boss, but obtained deeda 
from Mr. Dupont; witness knew Mr. Du- 
pont to be interested in the matter. 

Mr. Maurice Moss, sworn, testified that 
ho purchased land at Coal Harbor in the 
comraoucement of July, 1882; ha p»itl 
§300 for ono lot; this was purohaand fr ui 
Mr, Oppenheimer; properties had thara 
decreased in value since Mr. Van Boms 
loft, which was about Aug. 10th, 1884; 
his property waa unsaleable to-day; he waa 
not engaged in the selling of land. 

Mr. Davio questioned 5lr. W, .Power aa 
to the decline of value in real estate in 
the neighborhood of Coal Harbor. Ha 
understood from real estate agenta that 
it was very hard to aell property; it waa 
lower on the 23d of September than an 
21st of July, 1884, and had deoliaed avar 
since. 

Cross-examined by Hon. A. E. B. 
Davie — He was present at a sale of Hast- 
ings town lots on lit October, 188'!; pricaa 
he thought averaged about $55 per lot, 
but he was only present at the actual aaU 
of two lota; property auld to Mr. Moaa at 
§300 WHS recently offered at $50. 

Hon. A. E. B. Davie submitted that no 
cxsu of miareprosentation had beenahown. 
There was not a tittle of evidence to ihow 
that Mr. Dupont had aaid any thing untrua 
snd thought that hia client waa entitled to 
a non-suit. 

His lordahip thought that so far from 
the case being proved, the evidence lo far 
adduced was againct the plaintiff. 

Mr. Davie submitted that Mr. Dupont 
should show evidence of the protuiae* and 
assurances that he had made. He ahould 
be able to prove that he had good grounda 
for hia fair promises, and what he con- 
sidered a good investment. The court 
might decide otherwise. 

Mia lordship thought there waa no caie 
to go to a jury. 

Mr. T. Davie submitted that thero waa 
another question of the §3,000 which waa 
advanced as a loan. 

His lordship thought the jury might be 
discharged as the case to bo heard to-day 
waa for a aettled and fixed amount and 
the defendant if liable for any would be 
liable for all . 

His lordship then discharged the jury 
with plaintiff at liberty to move for $3000 
judgment; and that the oounter-claim of 
defendant for $50,000 for damagea could 
not be allowed.
